remove all internal taxes on tobacco 
snaff and cigars, amounting, on o basis 
of last year's receipts to $28,000,000; 
on apple, peach an* grape brandy, to 
$1,400,000; on spirits for use in the 
urts, variously estimated at from $7,- 
000,000 to §15,000,000, and believed to 
bo nt laast $10,000,000, making in th« ag- 
gregate of internal revenue taxes to be 
removed $39,400,000. 
In the appendix 


of estimates submitted with the bill as 
part of it the reduction of raveoue from 
customs on tariff taxes to be effected by 
it is estimated at $8,570,570, making 
the aggregate of the proposed reduction 
$48,000,000. 
A bill to so rednce the 


excessive revenues and a statement that 
there were no excessive revenues to be 
reduced were submitted to the House by 
the same m-mnsr hi tk» name half of a 
month. 
If the statement that the rev- 


enue will not exceed the appropriations 
aud the estimates with the bill, includ- 
ing the loss of receipts from brandy aud 
from spirits for uso in the arts, may be 
credited, the enactment of a bill into a 
law will leave the Government $48,000,- 
000 short." 
Continuing the 
report 


says: "In view of it» effect and pur- 
pose, so far as it has a purpose effecting 
the revenue of the Government, the bill 
mightas well be left to that neglect which, 
no doubt, it was expected to receive; 
but in the hope that so unwise a meas- 
ure may open the way for the majority 
of the House to redeem its pledges by 
the removal and reductions of unneces- 
sary and therefore unjust taies your 
committee report the bill back with the 
recommendation that it do not pass." 
The report then proceeds to consider the 
bill in detail.
